Before a person can say his 
prayers he must be clean and 
pure. Cleanliness of mind , of 
body and of clothes is called 
tahara or purification. It is only 
on such a condition of purifica- 
tion that a Muslim may perform 
Salah. 
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Purification of the body is at- 
tained by partial or total washing 
with dean water. The total wash 
is called as Ghusl (bath) or the 
washing of the whole body, and 
the partial wash is known as 
wadhu that is ablution. 1

to the elbow and then the left arm 
(3 times each). (7)Wet the hands ; 
with water, pass them (Massah) 
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over the head, dean the inner; 
ears with index fingers and outer 
ears with thumbs, and finaly pass 
the back of the hands over the 
back of the nape as well as the 
sides of the neck( Massah one 
time)* (8) Finally, wash the right; 
foot opto and including the ankles 
and between fingers, then the left 
foot likewise also washing in be- 
tween the toes (3 times), 

GHUSL fBathi j 

Bath (GHUSL) is fard or 
Obligatory when an adult had 
sexual intercourse, emmission of 
semen, nocturnal emission or a 
wet dream, and also on 
becomming musiim for the 
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first time. For women also on 
completion of menstruation and 
after child * birth or nifas the flow 
of the blood.To make the niyath 
for Ghusl is Sunnat. Ghusl is 
sunnah before the friday 
congregational prayer, and on 
both eid days.

One should make the intention of 
becoming pure from impurity 
which he or she wishes to get 
clean. The sunnat sequence fol- 
lows ; wash both hands upto the 
wrists, go to the toilet { if needed), 
wash all the private parts, per- 
form wudhu or ablution, wet all 
the body using bits of 
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water and rubbing by hand, finally 
pour water three times on head, 
three times on right shoulder, 
three times on left shoulder, and 
make sure to have cleansed the 
mouth by gargling, and the nos- 
trils by rinsing from within or 
! sniffing in the water and blowing 
out. There are three (3) farz or ab- 
solute requirements of ghusl (1) 
j Cleanse the mouth with water. (2) 
Rinsing the nostrils from within 
I with water. (3) Have the water 
poured over the entire body with- 
out leaving anything un-wetted, 
not even a hair. 

There are five Sunnah of Ghusl; 
(1) Washing both hands upto 
wrists. ( 2) Washing the private 
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Parts (3) intention (IViyyat) to 
wash of Impurities and become 
Paak (Clean and pure.) (4) Per- 
forming Wudhu or ablution. 

(5) Al (owing water to flow over 
entire body three times.

O People, it Is true that you have 
certain rights with regard 
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toyour women, but they also have 
right over you. If they abide by 
your right then to them belongs 
the right to be fed and clothed in 
kindness. Do treat your women 
well and be kind to them for they 
are your partners and comitted 
helpers, And it is your right that 
they do not make friends with any, 
one of whom you do not approve, 
as well as never to commit adul- 
tery, 

O People, listen to me in earnest,: 
jwhorship Allah, say your five daily 
prayers (Saiah), fast during the 
month of Ramadhan, and give 
your wealth inZakat. Perform Hajj 
if you can afford 
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to. You know that every Muslim 
is the brother of another Muslim. 
You are all equal. Nobody has 
superiority over other except by 
piety and good action. 
Remember, one day you will ap- 
pear before Allah and answer for 
your deeds. So beware, do not 
astray from the path of righ- 
teousness after 1 am gone. 

O People, no prophet or apostle 
will come after me and no new 
faith will be bom. Reason well, 
therefore, O People, and under- 
stand my words which I convey 
to you, 1 leave behind me two 
things, the Qur'an and my ex- 
ample, the Sunnah and if you 
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follow these you will never go 
astray. 

All those who listen to me shall 
pass on my words to others and 
those to others again; and may 
the last ones understand my : 
words better than those who lis- 
ten to me direcly. Be my witness 
oh Allah that f have conveyed
